PHILADELPHIA, (JP}—A Demo¬ 
cratic platform, patterned at the 
White House after the “New 
Deal," headed today toward a na¬ 
tional convention in which pres- 
.sure from both "left" and "right” 
wa.s already in evidence. 

Sen. Robert Wagner, of New 
York, pro.spective chairman of the 
re.solution.s committee, bore the 
White House draft to the conven¬ 
tion. 

Strong forces were at work 
among arriving delegates to make 
the platform more "liberal" to 
meet the challenge of the new 
“Union" party headed by Rep. 
William Lemke, of North Dakota, 
and other leftist groups. 

I.eaders of the move in this di¬ 
rection pres.sed the view that the 
statement issued yesterday by Al¬ 
fred K. Smith and four other 
prominent Democrats asking the 
convention to find a "substitute” 
for President Roosevelt .showed 
tfie New Deal had lo.st this fac¬ 
tion beyond recall.

PHILADELPHIA, (Ah—The 
Roosevelt convention majorities 
paraded noisily into this usually 
sedate metropolis today talking 
frolic—but ready to make a fight 
of it with Alfred E. Smith if he 
chooses. 

“He is a delegate, the floor is 
his if he wants It,” said Chair¬ 
man James A. F'arley, 

Alfred J. Kennedy, an alternate 
from New York, had responded to 
Smith’s demand for the unhorsing 
of Roosevelt with a proposal that 
the 1928 standard bearer go before 
the convention personally. 

He’s Not Expected 

Should he do so, hostility from 
his own delegation and those of 
many other states already was as¬ 
sured. Neither Farley nor any 
other New Deal leader apparently 
expected him to come down from 
New York. 

Among the delegates arriving 
for the convention opening tomor¬ 
row, none thus far have risen to 
support the statement in which 
Smith and four other anti-New 
Deal Democrats in a formal state¬ 
ment called on the convention to 
put aside Mr. Roosevelt and nomi¬ 
nate "some genuine Democrat” for 
President. 

Three Demands 

Invoking the memory of Jeffer¬ 
son, Jackson and Cleveland, the 
Smith statement issued in New 
York said that to be true to the 
Democratic party meant taking 
"the heavy hand of government off 
business,” balancing the budget 
and the ending of dole conditions. 

Other signers were former Sen. 
James A. Reed of Missouri, Bain- 
bridge Colby of New York, former 
Gov. Joseph B. Ely of Massaenus- 
etts, and Daniel F. Cohalan of 
New York. 

"If you fail,” they said, "then 
patriotic voters of all parties will

! The Journal'.? search for Sum¬ 
ner Crosby, the man who ran for 
congress, edited a newspaper and 
13 writing six novels, ended today. 

Mr. Crosby is writing his novels 
somewhere in the Grand Canyon. 
At least he intimated as much. 

The ambitious novelist who 
started on his fictional career in 
I a Tustin auto camp where horse- 
' .shoe pitching was more important 
! than character delineation, wrote 
! The Journal to tell us where he 
I was. 

' I only escaped from the horse- 
shocites of Tustin to find they 
throw them in Lapuna Beach," he 
-said. 'So I left that part of the 
I world finally and now am nearinp 
; the Grand Canyon and so on to 
; New Mexico for the summer.” 

I Taker Care of Him 

. So that takes care of Mr. Cros- 
, by. at least partially, but it docs- 
I n’t explain what his six novels are 
I about, or why he's so ambitious. 

I He .says he left Laguna Beach, 

! and calls it that "miraculous town 
I of optimism," for various rea.sons. 
i Such an optimistic town ought to 
i be a good place for a novelist who 
I is optimistic enough to want to 
j write six novels all at once. 

! Especially if he is writing them 
. "perched up on a lot of stuff in 
the trailer,” which is what Mr. 
Crosby says he is doing. 

Before he left, he sent us .some¬ 
thing he calls "Time and the 
Devil." He takes his metaphors 
from practical experience. 

"It’s .Main Axle” 

I "This squeaking that you hear," 

' he .says, "is not a rheumatic old 
I lady known as Europe, now totter¬ 
ing on her last legs, nor yet a cap- 
j ito 1 at Washington, staggering 
! under mounting debts. The -squeak¬ 
ing is the main a.xle of our pres¬ 
ent civilization which no one can 
grease, so badly out of line is it. 

"So long as men continue to pay 
homiige to a delusion and wor-ship 
at the prime meridian of Green¬ 
wich. and continue to .see Time as 
■something that 'pas.ses.’ then they, 
too. will pa.ss with the idea of 
which they think .so much." 

Mr. Crosby did not explain 
whether or not he is writing six 
novels all at once to .save time, but 
he does .say that "a new civiliza¬ 
tion is about to start, to take the 
place of the time-honored affair 
that has .so honored Time.” 

And Mr. Crosby is leaving the 
old civilization behind to write 
.some books down Grand Canyon 
way. 

Over ill Tustin 

Over in Tustin, where Mr. Cros¬ 
by lived before he left for New 
■Mexico, there’s a coterie that does¬ 
n’t believe in time, either. They 
pitch hor.seshoes and yell about 
their three points, and a "rub" 
game is any odd game in a .series 
of games, and the games go on 
and on. The old hoy with the side- 
arm delivery is ageless. 

It was a very nice place for Mr. 
Crosby to sit in the sun and write 
a sentence like "The .Spring of 
Eternal 'i'outh can he found." 

So is the Grand Canyon and the 
mountains of New Mexico. 

But a trailer" That, it would 
' seem, is a product of a moving age 
anri built to run .so long. Whether 
or not it can run a philo.sophic 
novelist to a Spring of Eternal 
"Vouth before it runs down remains 
I to be seen. 

Anyway, we were glad to hear 
from Mr. Crosby, even if we didn’t 
find him pitching horseshoes in 
Tustin. 


Washington, (as -Appropri¬ 
ations approaching the $10,000,- 
000.000 mark were made by the 
session of congress which ended 
Saturday, for many things, from 
paying the .soldiers' bonus to buy¬ 
ing animals for the national zoo. 

Although the house appropria¬ 
tions committee trimmed virtually 
every regular supply bill below 
budget estimates, emergency de¬

Besides regular supply bills, 
which included about $1,000,000,-

$1,730,000,000 to pay World war 
veterans their bonus; 

$440,000,000 to finance the AAA- 
soil conservation program; $l - 
$42.’5,000,000 for relief; 

$308,000,000 for continuing Civil¬ 
ian Con.servation camps at neariv 
full strength: 

$296,000,000 for paying AAA 
benefits contracted for before the 
supreme court invalidated AAA.

Secretary Wallace and Chester 
Davis, former AAA administrator, 
were authoritatively said to be 
friendly to a crop in.surance plank, 
but those who participated in the 
recent White Hou.se conference on 
the farm plank said it was not 
discus.sed. 

The White House platform was 
said to contain a broad declaration 
of principles on the farm question, 
indorsing soil protection, rural 
electrification, cooperative organ¬ 
izations. credit for farm tenants, 
reciprocal trade agreement, and 
higher wages for urban workers. 

Little authoritative information 
was available here on other planks 
in the administrative platform, but 
it was reported to contain strong 
neutrality, anti-monopoly, labor 
and social security planks, with 
emphasis throughout on the power 
of the federal government to deal 
with the social and economic 
problems. 

No /Xniendnient Likely 

Informed leaders said there was 
little likelihood of any declaration 
for a constitutional amendment. 
Rather, it was said, the President’s 
recently expressed view that the 
constitution was broad enough to 
give the needed power would be 
adopted. 

Finishing touches were under¬ 
stood to have been applied to the 
administration draft at a White 
House conference last night be¬ 
tween the Presiiient and Wagner.

Regardless of what was finally 
determined, delegates here were 
ready to ask for planks indorsing 
the Townsend old age pension plan, 
declaring for bi-metallic money, 
“absolute neutrality” and govern¬ 
ment control of the soft coal in¬ 
dustry.

IJP< Pro- 
liosals to amend the state con-sti- 
tutlon by providing general old 
age pension.s, heavily taxing chain 
stores and fixing wage and hours 
scales for labor have been given 
titles as initiative measures by 
Attorney General U. S. Webb. 

All these measures were pro¬ 
posed by Irving Newton of Ix>8 
Angeles. 

Newton’s pension proposal would 
put a 10 per cent sales tax on 
wholesalers and retailers to pro¬ 
vide a pension of $100 a month 
for single persons and $150 a 
month for married couples over 
60. The pension would go to rich 
and poor, on condition they with¬ 
draw from industry and agree to 
spend the money inside the state 
as fast as they get it. 

The measure entitled ’’labor and 
business regulations" would reg¬ 
ulate hours of business, conduct of 
business and theaters nights and 
Sundays, and fix minimum wages 
and maximum hours of labor. 

The chain store measure is en¬ 
titled "licensing stores." and pro¬ 
vides for a licen.se of $5 for each 
theater and place of bu-slness 
which is a single unit. 

The license fee would be $100 
for a second establishment under 
the same ownership, $1000 for 
each additional unit up to 9: $1500 
from the tenth to nineteenth unit, 
and $2500 for twentieth and over. 
Sixty per cent of the proceeds 
would go to pay old age pensions.

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REPORT PEST 
DAMAGING 
BEANS 

Tubbs Outlines Methods 
of Combatting Wire 
Worm Attack 

Wire worms, tiny pests infest¬ 
ing sandy lima bean land, are 
bringing serious damage to bean 
crops in the Talbert area this year, 
correspondents reported today. The 
entire crop on five acres owned by 
Louis Bushard has been destroyed, 
ind other growers are reported to 
nave lost 10 per cent or more. 

Plants now being attacked by 
the worms, larvae of the click 
beetle, apparently are doomed, a« 
effective treatment calls for action 
In early spring, according to advice 
from D. W, Tubbs, county agrlcuT- 
tural commissioner. 

Worms Poisoned 
Recommended treatment is to 
plow the ground seven inches deep 
in early spring, and as .soon as the 
ground is ready to germinate .seed, 
drill in cheap split beans or peas. 
A. month later granular calcium 
cyanide, which releases deadly 
fumes, is to be drilled along the 
same rows just below the planted 
seed. Worms attracted to the 
.swelling seed are poisoned and 
killed. Regular planting may fol¬ 
low in a few days, Tubbs said. In¬ 
cluding materials and labor, cost 
is about S35 per acre, Tubbs said. 

Drowned Out 

Talbert ranchers, however, re¬ 
ported they feel the cost of treat¬ 
ment is too great to allow proper 
profit on rented land. 

As the worms also can be killed 
by dryne.ss or drowning two pos¬ 
sible treatments are to inundate 
the land when it can be kept at a 
temperature of from 70 to 80 de¬ 
grees Fahrenheit. Below 60 de¬ 
grees, Tubbs said, worms are too 
sluggish to use much air, and do 
not drown. Thorough drying of the 
soil, he added, often has good ef¬ 
fect. and may be obtained by 
planting grain or forage every 
fourth or fifth year.

Orange county Valencia orange 
growers were looking ahead to the 
future hopefully today following 
the report that prices in the last 
week of May were 13 cents a box 
higher than for the last week in 
May of 1935. This figure, however, 
is based on shipments which were 
one-third less in volume than those 
of the last week in May of last 
year. 

Total shipments locally amount¬ 
ed to about 450 cars in May, com¬ 
pared to 3200 cars in May of last 
year. The chief reason for the 
difference is the fact that shipping 
started later this year than last. 
The crop, also, is expected to be 
smaller than last year’s harvest. 

The total price for the month of 
May also was slightly higher than 
in May of 1935. 

It is expected that during July 
and August the movement will be 
cut down somewhat in view of 
competition from deciduous fruits. 

The California Fruit Growers’ 
Exchange today reported that May 
prices on navel oranges were 27 
eents a box higher than the prices 
for April, and 21 cents a box 
higher than in May of 1935. The 
total volume of oranges sold in 
May was 300 boxes less than in 
April, and 1600 boxes less than in 
May of 1935, the report said.

A new report of Works Progress 
administration activities showed 
that 90,000 projects, involving an 
expenditure of $1,149,371,856, were 
under way as of April 15, out of a 
total of 178,000 projects with an 
estimated total cost of $5,450,000,- 
000. Approximately four out of 
every five dollars made available 
by WPA, the analysis said, are 
u.sed for direct labor costs, while 
86 per cent of the contributions of 
spon.soring communities goes for 
materials, equipment and other op¬ 
erating expenses. 

Hopkins, who .said yesterday it 
would not be necevs.sary to have the 
projects re-approved under the new 
$1,425,000,000 WPA appropriation, 
said states and communities were 
putting up $265,000,000, or 18 per 
cent of the cost of work now under 
way. 


WA.SHINGTON. The jus¬ 

tice department was charged to¬ 
day with the task of takin,-- "ap¬ 
propriate action" in the case of 
four steel corporations accused of 
collusive bidding by the federal 
trade commission. 

The companies are the United 
States Steel Corporation, the Beth¬ 
lehem Steel Corporation, the Jones 
and Laughlin Steel Corporation 
and the Inland Steel Company.

“pUT aside Franklin D. Roosevelt and substitute some 
genuine Democrat—of whom you have so many on 
your list of delegates.”

And this new 
outburst is simply a pretty piece of pre-convention fire¬ 
works—and just about as important—although the great 
New York Tammany leader and his fellows are deadly 
in earnest. 

A check-up on convention strength of Al and the 
others indicates that they are practically without repre¬ 
sentation. and that the demand that President Roosevelt 
be discarded as the party candidate for 1936 will be car¬ 
ried out with the rest of the empty bottles. 

But if Democratic delegates are really serious about 
improving America’s economic condition, they’ll pay heed 
to some of the complaints listed on Governor Smith’s 
ultimatum. 

For instance: a lot of voters believe that the admin¬ 
istration should put an end to the orgy of spending public 
funds; that it should respect the constitutional balance 
between the legislature, supreme court and executive; 
that it should go slow in competing with private industry; 
that it should do a dozen other things which have been 
tested and found right in our form of government. 

The Democratic high command seems to- have thrown 
common sense to the winds in many cases, and to have 
adopted an “it’s-all-over-but-the-shouting” attitude. Signs 
of over-confidence have been multiplying in recent months. 

No need to cite the danger. Just recall what hap¬ 
pened to 10-to-l Joe Louis, who stepped into the ring at 
New York last week supremely over-confident. The Demo¬ 
crats should draw a lesson from Joe Louis.
